Response to Arguments/Amendments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1 August 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The arguments appear to be on the following grounds : 

a) A declaration or affidavit under 37 CFR 1 .131 is provided against the Manning publication 
(2003/0071389) used as an evidence reference in the final rejection 

b) Previously omitted references are provided 

c) Zinc borate and Calcium borate toxicology data are provided 

d) Reference to Pera (USPN 5066334) 

2. These arguments, declarations/affidavits, or evidence are not persuasive for the following 
reasons: 

a) The affidavit/declaration filed on 1 1 August 2006 under 37 CFR 1.131 has been considered, 
but is ineffective to overcome the Manning reference for the following reasons: 

1) The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish a conception of the invention prior 
to the effective date of the Manning reference. While conception is the mental part of the 
inventive act, it must be capable of proof, such as by demonstrative evidence or by a complete 
disclosure to another. Conception is more than a vague idea of how to solve a problem. The 
requisite means themselves and their interaction must also be comprehended. See Mergenthaler 
v. Scudder, 1897 CD. 724, 81 O.G. 1417 (D.C. Cir. 1897). Note also that 37 CFR 1.131(b) states 
"Original exhibits of drawings or records, or photocopies thereof, must accompany and form part 
of the affidavit or declaration or their absence must be satisfactorily explained."

2) The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish a reduction to practice of the 
invention in this country or a NAFTA or WTO member country prior to the effective date of the 
Manning reference.
